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SUBJECT: INDO-U.S. NUCLEAR PROBLEMS 

1 . DEPUTY TO THE UNDER SECRETARY JOSEPH NYE, OES DEPUTY 
ASSISTANT SECRETARY NOSENZO AND NBA ACTING DEPUTY ASSISTANT 
SECRETARY LANDE MET WITH MEA SECRETARY VELLODI AND INDIAN 
EMBASSY OEEICERS GOKHALE AND RAJAN ON APRIL 14 EOR GENERAL 
REVIEW OE CURRENT NUCLEAR PROBLEMS. HIGHLIGHTS OF DIS- 
CUSSION FOLLOW. 

2. VELLODI REITERATED THE GOES POSITION THAT EURTHER DE- 
LAYS IN TARAPUR EUEL SHIPMENTS WOULD HAVE A SERIOUS ADVERSE 
EEEECT ON INDIAN PUBLIC OPINION AND IMPACT ON THE OVER ALT. 

BILATERAL RELATIONSHIP. WHILE THE GOI WAS AWARE OE THE 
INDEPENDENT STATUS OE THE NRC , THE INDIAN PRESS, THE PUB- 
LIC AND MANY MEMBERS OE PARLIAMENT WERE INCREASINGLY COMING 
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TO THE CONCLUSION THAT THE USG WAS STALLING. THIS IN TURN 
WAS LEADING TO PRESSURE ON THE GOI TO ' DO SOMETHING ’ 

ABOUT THE TARAPUR SITUATION. NYE STATED THAT HE HOPED THE 
NRC WOULD REACH A DECISION AT ITS APRIL 20 MEETING AND 
EXPLAINED THE PROCEDURES WHICH WOULD APPLY IP THE COMMISSION 
WERE TO SPLIT 2-2 OR SEND THE CASE TO THE PRESIDENT WITH- 
OUT A RECOMMENDATION. 
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3. THE DISCUSSION OF TARAPUR LED TO A REVIEW OF INDIAN 
POLICY ON SAFEGUARDS. VELLODI DID NOT DIRECTLY CHALLENGE 
NYE'S ASSERTION THAT, IN OUR VIEW, A CTB AND PROGRESS IN 
SALT II AND III COULD MEET INDIA'S STATED CONDITIONS EOR 
ACCEPTANCE OE LULL SCOPE SAEEGUARDS. HE DID, HOWEVER, 
ALLUDE TO THE PRIME MINISTER'S CONCERN WITH DEVELOPMENT 
OE NEW WEAPONS AND THAT THIS MIGHT BE A "EOURTH" CONDITION. 
VELLODI STRESSED THE IMPORTANCE OE THE SSOD AND STATED 
THAT A USG POSITION WHICH ACCEPTED THE LINKAGE BETWEEN 
VERTICAL AND HORIZONTAL SAEEGUARDS WOULD MAKE IT MUCH 
EASIER EOR INDIA TO REVIEW ITS SAFEGUARDS POSITION. 

4. VELLODI AND NYE REVIEWED EXISTING INDIAN ASSURANCES ON 
PEACEFUL NUCLEAR EXPLOSIONS AND SAEEGUARDS AND VELLODI 
NOTED THERE WAS NO CHANGE IN THESE POLICIES. INDIA ALSO 
HAD NOT CHANGED ITS POLICY THAT IT WAS PREPARED TO SELL 
SPENT EUEL TO THE UNITED STATES. AS EAR AS THE GOI WAS 
CONCERNED, THE ONLY PROBLEM IN SUCH A BUYBACK WAS USG 
DELAYS. 

5. COMMENT: THE MEETING WAS EXTREMELY ERIENDLY BUT 
LITTLE NEW WAS COVERED. WE HAVE GIVEN THE UK EMBASSY A 
READOUT ON THE DISCUSSION. CHRISTOPHER 
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
